Ex-Senator Dorsey Testifying and 
Making Sweeping Denials. 

The Star Route Trial--Appointments--The 

Postmastership - Capital News==Political 


Gossip. 


Star Route Trial. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27.—Crowds 
of people were waiting at the entrances of 
the Criminal Court room this morning be- 
fore the opening of proceedings in the Star 
Route trial, but under the stringent regula- 
tions imposed by the Marshal, but few per- 
sons were admitted besides members of the 
bar and others having business in the court 
room. After making a few un- 
important corrections of record Mr. 
Dorsey continued his testimony. His 


letter to Postmaster Clendennin, of. Fort 
Smith, Ark.. was produced and e was asked 
his reason for cautioning Clendennin not to 
allow Root, Kerens and othersfto know of 
his (Dorsey’s) request for the approval of the 
bonds. e explained that the persons re- 
ferred to were prominent mai! contractors 
and it was very important that they should 
know nothing of the proposed bids or they 
might 8 underbid for the service. 

A letter to Postmaster Haycock was also 
read and the same explanation given in re- 
gard to that. Counsel offered to prove that 
the letter had been written at Boon’s sug- 
estion, but the court overruled the offer. 
Witness said that the bonds sent to these 
postmasters were never returned to him and 
r never used. He had no inter- 
est in the contracts, a nd his attempt to se- 
cure the bonds was a friendly act. He 
had done the same thing for 
other persons, notably Major Adams, for 
whom he secured bonds for $640,000. That 
was also only afriendly act. Referring to 
the pencil entries of figures in the route 
book he said that Miner brought the book to 
him and he changed only two entries. He 
could not remember the routes or figures. 
He had advanced money (about $6,000 or 
$7,000) to John W. Dorsey & Co. The total 
sum loaned to all, Peck, Minerand John 
Dorsey, was $13,300, exclusive of $10,000 
afterwards paid to Peck and $10,000 paid to 
John Dorsey. The last transagtion was 
with Miner at St. Louisin July, 1878. Wit- 
ness gave two notes to Miner who had them 
discounted at the German-American Bank. 
Miner deposited $30,000 in postal drafts as 
security. Witness returned to Washington 
about ember 1, 1878, and found that the 
bank had failed and that Miner and Peck 
had taken Vaile into partnership. To pro- 
tect Vaile, Miner (acting as agent for John 
Dorsey and Peck) had transferred a large 
number of sub-contracts to him. The effect 
of that operation was to destroy the security 
deposited with the bank. Witness was not 
consulted about taking Valle into 
business. After some difficulty he 
gave another note and got Vaile 
to give the note as a security 
for his original notes, and both of them were 
retained in the hank. 

to the time of witness leaving the Sen- 
ate the relations between Vaile and himself 
were much strained, from the cause that 
witness’ advances had not been repaid, and 
Peck and John Dorsey had been out of busi- 
ness, After much consultation an arrange- 
ment was . entered into in 
March, 1879, y which witness 
took one-third of the routes 
— thirty in number) and paid Peck and 
ohn Dorsey $10,000 each. He employed 
Rerdell to-attend to these routes some time 
in April, 1879, but he retained his position in 
the District Government until May, 1879. 
Rerdell took general charge of the routes. 
He was not instructed to open any books. 
There was no oceasion forit. Witness had 
his books. Rerdell did not keep the route 
book, but witness did not see it until a year 
afterwards. Witness described his movements 
detail during 1878, 1879 and 1880, Subse- 
quent to the division of the routes witness 
met James Boster in relation to the routes. 
He could not say whether the arrangement 
was made here orin New York. Rerdell re- 
mained in charge of the routes after that 
arrangement. Witness never had any con- 
nection whatever with the routes held by 
Miner and Vaile after the division. He 
never realized any profits from them and did 
not see Miner or Vaile after that until 
the beginning of this action. Witness’ recol- 
lection in regard to nis thirty routes was 
that in some cases drafts were given to him 
covering the entire contract period, 
and in others subcontracts were given. Per- 
dell also held some subcontracts. He was 
in Washington on April 3, 1878 (date of the 
Chico Springs letter), He never saw An- 
drew W. Moore but once, and did not know 
him. In July, 1878, Moore was at witaess’ 
house. 

Ingersoll read from Moore’s testimony his 
Statement of his interview with Dorsey 
about the mail service. Witness declared 
that he never had a conversation of three 
words with Mooreinthe world. His state- 
ment was a lie made out of whole cloth. 
Witness gave checks to Miner in April, 1878, 
but did not know whether or not they were 
intended for Moore. Perhaps Miner bad 
toid him something of that kind, but witness 
did not now remember. The two hun- 
dred and fifty dollar check whieh Moore said 
had been given to him was 
given to Miner, Peck & Co. Nearly 
all of Moore’s statements concernin 
Witness were denied in the broadest an 
most emphatic terms. Witness did not re- 
collect that he had ever W Rerdell to 
help Miner prepare bids. iner stopped at 
witness’ house as his guest during December, 
1877, and had use. of the upper office. If 
Rerdell did any work for witness at that 
time it consisted only of writing a few 
letters when he called at the house during 
the evening. Witness had nothing to do 
with the 8 of the proposals on that 
memorable night as testified to by Rerdell, 
The only grain of truth in that story was 
the circumstance of his sending Rerdell to 
Booth’s house for a box of papers. Witness’ 
reason for taking suchan active interest in 
the success of the business and for sending 
Rerdeli out to help John Dorsey start the 
Tongue River route was to protect his 
friends, who had become bondsmen on con- 
tracts, from the disastrous consequences 
of the failure of any of 
routes. In reference to the state- 
ment that he had been instructed to 
establish a side post-office on the ‘Tongue 
River route, witness said it was utter! 
untrue, His statement was a falsehood. 
Nor was it true that he had instructed Rer- 
dell to build stations on that route solely 
with a view to expedition. He did. give 
Rerdell some letters of introduction to 
prominent persons, butdid not remember 
saying anything about the persons.

BRITAIN MENACED. 
Misfortunes, as we all know, never come 
singly, and Great Britain has hardly recov- 
ered from the shock caused by Queen Vic- 
TORIA’s bruising her knee before the awful 
news is wafted across the world by cable 
that the “Robert Emmet Epitaph Associa- 
tion” has thrown off the British yoke, has 
proclaimed the establishment of the irish 
Republic, and has openly declared war on 
the pirate power” of England. 
The great danger to England from this 
war arises from the fact that the army and 
navy of Great Britain will be unable to crush 
the foe, owing to the impossibility of finding

A BOOK RING. 

Following the example of the oil men and 
of the match men and of the vinegar men 
and of the railroad men and of other shrewd 
interests, the school-book men, a race not 
unknown in the annals of our country’s 
lobby, have formed a syndicate, have pooled 
their issues, and instead of bidding 
aguinst each other have combined in a 
manner which gives every promise of making 
the whole public school interést of the Unit- 
ed States subject toa little ring of greedy 
speculators. 

Competition has weeded out the small 
firms in the school-book publishing trade 
until the whole of that gigantic business, 
amounting to millions of dollars per annum, 
and affecting the pocket of nearly every 
citizen and tax-payer in the Unitea 
States, is now controlled by five firms 
Of these firms four have formed an 
alliance which makes them, as far as 
their dealings with the public are concerned, 
a single close corporation. These are the 
houses of APPLETON, BARNES, WILSON 
& HINKLE, and Ivison, BLAKEMAN & 
Co. These four firms now work together, 
The partial protection which has hitherto 
resulted from their partial competition is 
now wholly withdrawn, and they are now 
prepared to dictate such prices as will give 
school boards and directors no choice and 
no redress against extortion. 

We regard this as one of the most insolent 
and dangerous monopoiies now threatening 
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him. Hearing of the safe establishment of the | 


opposing and -resisting it. Its danger lies 
in its puwer of levying on the cause of pub- 
lic education a tax heavier than the whole 
present expense of carrying on the public 
schools. As soon as it begins to put on, the 
screws resistance will spring up, and then 
the usual tactics of the ring, bribery and 
corruption, will be employed, and the public 
will be made to bear the added expense in- 
curred thereby. 

It is a danger and an outrage all the more 
odious because there does not seem to be any 
remedy for it. But we call the public’s at- 
tention to it, and give warning that there is 
trouble ahead in the schoo!l-book business.

JOBBING AND ROBBING. 

There are two classes of repairs now go- 
ing on in the streets of St. Louis. 

Under the reconstruction, contracts the 
Board of Public Improvement is now certi- 
fying that the contractors are paving cer- 
tain streets with granite in compliance with 
the ordinances when the material is not 
granite and does not comply with the ordi- 
nances. It is the weather-rotted surface 
stripping of the syenite quarries, which is 
as soft as limestone. 

While this fraud is being perpetrated on 
the Individual property-owners, the general 
body of the tax-payers are made to pay for a 
repairing of the worn-out Nicholson, which 
consists in tearing up the old pavement, 
saving the scraps and fragments of the rot- 
ten planking Beneath, patching them with 
strips of refuse lumber all laid on a bed of 
earth, debris, loose gravel and street scrap- 
ings. On this the blocks are hurriedi y laid 
lightly nailed to strips, and as soon as the 
job is hidden under a coating of gravel the 
contractor husties his traps to another 
part of the street with a certificate in his 
pocket that the work has been done ina 
first-class and workmanlike manner, and in 
accordance with the requirements of the B. 
O. P. L 

And about six days in the week the editor- 
ial office of the Post-Dispatca is honored 
by the visits of prominent citizens saying: 
“Why is it that we cannot get decent streets 
in St. Louis?” We give it up. 


THE HIGH LICENSE LAW. 
Sr. Louis, March 28, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Please inform the undersigned, if not too much 
trouble to you, the exact state of the Downing 
high license law, what it embraces and whether 
it covers the entire State, and whether the sale of 
beer is not included in the same? 

A SUBSCRIBER. 


The DownInG law was intended to cover 
the entire State, including St. Louis. As it 
regulates the granting of dramshop licenses 
by county courts and this city is not under 
the jurisdiction of any county court, some 
lawyers say that its provisions do not apply 
to and cannot be enforced in St. Louis. The 
preponderance of legal opinion, however, is 
that the law is as binding on the offi- 
clais who perform the functions of a 
county court in St. Louis as upon 
any county court in the State. It 
distinctly provides for the punishment 
of persons granting dramshop licenses or 
selling liquor contrary to its provisions. It 
requires that applicants for dramshop 
licenses shall be men of good character; that 
the petition shall state specifically where the 
dramshop is to be kept, and must be signed 
by a majority of the tax-paying citizens 
in the block or square in cities of over 
2,500 inhabitants, and by a majority of the 
tax-payers of the block and of the 
whole municipality in smaller towns and 
municipal townships. License is granted 
for six months only, and for every renewal a 
new petition must be signed by the tax- 
payers and filed. Besides this the applicant 
must give bond in the sum of $2,000 with two 
approved sureties, conditioned that he shall 
obey the law and pay all fines and forfeit- 
ures imposed by it. By selling or giving 
away liquor on Sunday or on a general election 
day he incurs a fine of not Jess than $50 nor 
more than $200, forfeits his license, and is 
disqualified to obtain another for two years 
thereafter. If he permits liquor to be sup- 
plied on his premises to any habitual drunk- 
ard after having been once notified not to do 
so by the wife, father, mother, brother, 
sister, child or guardian of said drunkard, 
he forfeits his license, is debarred from ever 
obtaining another, and must pay for every 
such offense not less than $50 nor more than 
$500 to the complaining relative, For a 
license to keep a dramshop on these con- 
ditions, the price cannot be less than $275 
nor more than $600 for each period of six 
months for county and State purposes, and 
may be as much more as the city chooses to 
exact for municipal purposes. All this re- 
lates to dramshop licenses alone, under 
which wine and beer may be sold, however. 
The old law in regard to the sale ot wine, 
beer and cider remains unchanged, ex- 
except that, to the provision permitting 
the wine-growers to sell wine on their 
own premises’ in any quantity without 
license is added a similar provision in regard 


to the manufacture and sale of cider,

The Coloring of Easter Eggs. 
Sr. Louis, Maren 26, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Please inform me through the columns of your 
paper of the significance and origin of the cus- 
tom of coloring eggs on Easter. EasTER. 


[It is difficult to ascertain the origin of the 
graceful custom, so universal in France ana Ger- 
uany, and more or less prevalent throughout the 
world, of offering eegs at the festival of Easter. 
The Persians give each other eggs at the new 
year; the Russians and Jews at the festival of 
Easter. Among the Romans the year commenced 
at Easter, as it did among the Franks under the 
Capets. Mutual presents were bestowed; and, 
as the egg is the emblem of the beginning of all 
things, nothing better could be found as an offer- 
ing. The symbolic meaning is striking,eggs are the 
germ of fecundity and abundance; and we wish 
our friends all the blessings contained within the 
slender shell when we offer this gift, whose fragil- 
ity represents that of happiness here below. In 
some remote districts of France it is still cus- 
tomary for the priest of the parish to go round 
to each house at Easter and bestow on it his 
blessing. In return he receives eggs, both plain 
and painted. The custom of coloring and gilding 
eggs grows out of an old fairy legend, but it is 
quite plain to be seen that as soon as the Easter 
custom of presenting eggs became popular it 
would not be long before the artist would begin 
the work of beautifying them.—Eb. P.-B.]

THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT AND 
THE HOG. 

Dr. Loring, the head of the Department of 
Agriculture, is beginning to receive some at- 
tention from various sources because of the 
absence of information about trichinw in 
that Department. A writer in the New 
York Medical Journal, who by the way isa 
brother of a prominent army official, says 
in a recent issue of that journal: 

“Prof. Mueller, of the Berlin Veterinary 
College, wrote me in December, 1880, that of 
eighty-eight live American hogs, part of a 
suipment that had been sent to Dresden, the 
inspector had found fourteen trichinous. Dr, 
Loring, in his letter to the Health Congress, 
says: 1 do not know that Germany or 
France has ever examined for this disease 
in live hogs.’ Where ignorance is bliss tis 
folly to be wise.“ The foregoing was report- 
ed by me in American papers at the time, 
and subsequently in the report of the Impe- 
rial Board of Health of Germany, and sev- 
eral German medical reviews, and could 
have been as well known to our Agricul- 
tural Department as the presence of pleuro- 
pneumonia in the District of Columbia, a 
fact ocular demonstration of diseased lungs 
could scarcely force upon eyes blurred by 
political blindness.”

actual truth than anything that has yet 
been published. They are given in an article 
in the New York Medical Journal. The 
fact is that whatever publications have 
been made heretofore were based 
upon prejudicial statements which 
favored the American product. 
The principal ublications heretofure 
have been by the State Department, which 
gathered statements from American Consuls 
abroad. These men were, of course, preju- 
diced in favor of the home product, and 
naturally made their repurts as favorable as 
the apparent facts would permit. It is fug- 
ther stated that most of these seem to have 
obtained their statements from the importer 
of the American pork, whois, of course, as 
much interested as the exporter in making a 
favorable showing for the American 
product.. Dr, Billings shows that the 
scientific examination of American pork by 
the Germans indicatesan alarming condition 
of that article. The examinations in this 
country,in all other countries than Germrny, 
he says, have been so superficial in charac- 
ter as to be of no value, and even in Ger- 
mauy there is much room for improvement.

1 have never let 
my mother come to Jail since I have been 
here, and I am afraid that the news of my 
sentence will overwhelin her.”

Lawrence Barrett, the Tragedian, 
Talks to an Interviewer. 


His Idea About Shakspeare’s Popularity-- The 
Manner in which He Got His New Play-- 
Herr Barnay. 


Lawrence Barrett, the tragedian, received 
a Post-Dispatca reporter in his room at 
the Southern this morning and submitted to 
a slight torture in the way of an interview. 
M1. Barrett has the reputation of being the 
most scholarly actor in America to-day, 
and not only scours the literature of the 
olden times in search of dramatic 
gems, but keeps abreast of the finest 
currents of thought coursing through the 
present epoch. He is acknowledged to be 
intellectually in advance of all the interpre- 
ters of the higher forms of dramatic art, and, 
indeed, enjoys the friendship and commands 
the respect and esteem of the best known 
litterateurs of this country. Mr. Barrett is 
43 years old, but there is still great youth in 
the semi-ecclesiastical face that is over- 
arched with a fringe of pretty little curls of 
iron-gray. He not only looks the student, 


but converses like the scholar that he is, 
His manner is gracious and entirely unlike 
the reports that have been given out avent 
his formal coldness and repellant stiff- 
ness. He gave the Post-DisPatcu 
reporter a cordial reception and spoke freely 
and readily upon all points touched upon by 
the interviewer. 

“The Cincinnati dramatic festival,” said 
the tragedian, ‘is a mere experiment in the 
direction of performances treated elaborate- 
ly tothe minutest detail, and presenting a 
large array of the best star talent the coun- 
try affords. Its success inthis instance is 
already insured. ‘The coming festival will 
‘be a perfect triumph for all concerned in It 
and it will have the effect of widening an 
deepening public interest in theatrical 
matters every where. It is a 
question with me whether such a 
thing could be made to succeed more than 
once. I think the second attempt at a festi- 
val of that kind would not create as much 
talk, receive as much attention in the news- 
papers, or be attended with such magnificent 
resuits as the present enterprise promises.“ 

“Don’t you think,” the reporter asked, 
„that the puuvlic is getting somewhat tired 
of Shakspeare ?”’ 

No, sir. Not at all. Some people urge 
that the old comedy is dying out, and that 
Shakspeare’s lighter works are in the 
sawe moribund condition. Comedy, you 
know, is a picture of the times. Age 
has taken the flavorfroma great many of 
the old comedies for the reason that the man- 
ners and customs they reflect are obsolote. 
We go to the vidtime comedies to read them; 
we get their beauties in the closet and not on 
the stage. Still Shakspearian comedy te- 
tains a firm hold on the public beart, and 1 
see‘in England at Henry Irving's theater 
„Much Ado About Nothing” is making a 
grand success. No, sir, the 1 is not tir- 
ing of Shakspeare. Ihe plays themselves 
will endure Always, but it is the lack of 
interpreters, if 3 that will make 
them seem to have lost their attract: veness.”’ 

“But che stars, like yuurseif ali seem to be 
getting away from Shakspeare and trying 
something new!“ 

“Oh, but that is only for a time. We do 
not by any means think of abandoning the 
old plays, but we become so ucsustomed to 
them that going out of them for a while will 
only increase our freshness and strength 
when we return to them. It is like putting 
aside an old overcoat for a new one. ‘The 
novelty of the garment when we put it on 
pleases us, but when we come back to the old 
coat and fit it to our shouldeis again it seems 
all the more comfortahie and valuable to us. 
Then it deepens publie interest in old plays 
to get an vccasional new one. Friends whv 
see me playing in Francesea da Rimini, are 
pleased with it, but they come to me and 
eagerly ask: ‘Mr. Barrett, when are you 
going to play Hamlet? or ‘Mr. Barrett, when 
wiil you play Casgius?’ and so on. I am 
producing Mr. Boker's play only in the large 
cities, aud itis meeting with great success 
everywhere. It is a wonderful piay and the 
poetic beauty of it surpasses anything 
of the kind in the language.” 

“How did You come to play it?“ 

“Ag you know it, is the work of Mr. Geo, 
H. Boker, the well-known lawyer and states- 
man. Mr. Boker wrote the tragedy of ‘Col- 
linus’ which had such a splendid run in 
England, and is the author of several other 
plays. ell, I read ‘Collinus with a view to 
ascertaining if the work would suit me for 
the stage, but I could not see myself in it all.

at $400a year, who, by ‘substituting’ for 
short periods, during the absence of regular 
teachers, saved the Board between $11,000 
and $12,000 and are entitled to $500 now if 
any justice characterized the methods in 
vogue.“ 

1 the teachers intend to take any ac- 
tion?“ 

“Yes, indeed they do. We are now wait- 
ingonthe result of a move made by the 
primary assistants who propose to make an 
effort to secure their old pay. You can de- 
pa upon it, we would strike if we did not 
snow how quickly others would volunteer 
to take the places made vacant,” 

“What about the kindergartens?” 

“Well, that is a branch that is rapidly 
drawing the attention of the public, and will 
soon be adjudged a_ useless expense 
by a universal verdict if my judgment is 
worth anything. I'll tell you what the 
teachers know and think about them. The 
work in the kindergartensis done by the 
subordinate young ladies who get $15 for 
haif days’ work for five weeks and $25 for 
full days’ work for five weeks. The heads, 
who do none of the hard work, get the bi 
salaries. I'll! venture to say that i 
vou canvass the primary teachers 
you will not find a single one 
who will not vote the morning kindergartens 
animpediment toa child’s progress. The 
little things attend the kindergartens in the 
morning and in the afternoon are absolutely 
good for nothing. Their little bodies are 
tired with the exercises of the first part of 
the day, and no good whatever is accomplish- 
ed during the afternoon. These views are 
rapidly gaining ground, and only a few weeks 
ago a prominent member of the School Board 
toid me that he thought the uselessness of the 
kindergartens was rapidly becoming appar- 
ent to the board. The children are entirely 
dependent and cannot be made to rely on 
their own powers to any extent. Under the 
eye and with the manual assistance of the 
teacher they learn to paste this in so-fashion 
and overlap and underiap strips for a paper 
mat so fashion, but at home or away from 
the assistance of the teacher they can do 
nothing. Mothers will tell you this also. 
In the reguiar school room they can 
scarcely sing the song that they are drilled 
in day after day. There are other subjects, 
of cranks with special methods of teaching, 
that lam afraid to speak about. bat some 
teachers who have been interfered with 
could tell you about them.“ 

The first assistants have organized to 
secure the payment of the old salaries. Two 
meetings have been held and a conference 
has been arranged for next Thursday, when 
Superintendent Long will preside. An in- 
vitation is extended to the members of the 
Board to attend, as the first assistants do not 
doubt their ability to convince them of the 
justice of their claims, and hope to enlighten 
them on other subjécts in this connection.

Sporting Sundries. 

Lon Morris and William Sexton were the 
contestants in the second game of the balk 
line billiard tournament at Chicago, yester- 
day afternoon, Sexton was the favorite at 
odds of $25 to $15, and won, leaving his op- 
ponent at 532.

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o’clock in the morning nours, when little if 
any water is being used., may 
justly be regarded as wasted. And 
this hourly waste probably represents the 
lowest hourly waste for the year, excepting 
only the cold season, When water is wasted 
to prevent the freezing of pipes. At such 
time the wasting is enormous, and, as all 
have lately seen, suffices to empty the Comp- 
ton Hiil reservoir in a few days. Attempts 
to have the Water Commissioner's 
and the Board of Public Improve- 
ments’ statements in respect to our 
water service discredited, and by 
those who evidently have not taken pains to 
ascertain with what accuracy measurements 
ofthe water pumped and distributed are 
made and recorded, are neither fair nor de- 
cent. If their calculations are not to be ac- 
cepted as trustworthy we may as well deny 
that figures have any longer a practical value. 
The facts about water waste are the 
same in all cities. Waste from 
street mains is comparatively slight. 
The waste by re son of defective fixtures 
and bad plumbing is considerably greater. 
But that the greatest waste, and, in fact. the 
greater part of all waste, is negligent or will- 
ful, is clearly shown by the reports of engi- 
neers in charge of water-works inthis and 
other countries. Excepting those cities 
where detective meters have been employed 
to check it, such waste goes on between 1 
and 4 a. m., at an hourly rate of 
half or more than half as large asthe 
rate of daily distribution. For instance, 
in this city during 1879, the average hourly 
distribution during those hours was 750,000 
gallons, or at the rate of 18,000,000 gallons 
per day, which was much mere than half the 
daily consumption. By the use of detective 
meters in London, Liverpool, Chorley, Glas- 
ow and in ourcountry in Boston, from two- 
hirds to seven-eights of this waste has been 
stopped. The Joint Standing Com- 
mittee on Water (for Boston, Mass.), 
in their report May, 1882, in respect of pre- 
venting water-waste by detective meters, 


say: 

The system was recently tested in 
Charlestown, the only section of the city to 
which it could be easily applied, and result- 
ed in reducing the average daily consump- 
tion of 21,760 persons from 58.5 to 37.7 gal- 
lons per head—a saving of 20.8 gallons, or 
35.6 per cent per day for each person sup- 
plied; while the night rate was reduced 
from 37.5 to 15.8 gallons per head— 
a saving of 58 per cent. The total 
saving in the district amounted to 450,000 
gallons per twenty-four hours, which, at two 
cents per hundred gallons, the price of water 
at meter-rates, represents an annual saving 
of 832,850.“ Does not this justify them in 
saying: The consumption of water has kept 
pace with the supply, and this is largely due 
to wanton waste, and not to the use of water 
for legitimate purposes“? 

Mr. Wingate, in the North American Re- 
view for April. 1883, speaking of the water 
service in New York City for 1882, says: 

The experience of New York in securing 
an abundant public water supply is typical 
of that of other cities.” * * * “The most 
startling factin this history is that the bulk 
of the ninety-five million gallons brought to 
the city [daily he means! is not used but 
wasted.” . 

“It is almost impossible during a large 
part of each day to draw water on the upper 
floors of most houses not provided with 
tanks, and hence there is no supply to flush 
plumbing fixtures and prevent foul odors.“ 

He suggests two remedies for this scarcity: 
1. Extend the water-works. 2. * Check 
the present waste by methods employed in 
other cities where the same evil is com- 
plained of, and which have already been 
tested here. He means detective meters, 
and says: The prime object of the meter, 
as its name indicates, is not to obtain rev- 
enue, butto discover and prevent waste.” 
As to how water is consumed he says: The 
New York Fire Department consumed only 
33,000,000 gallons last year, ora little 
more than one-th:rd of a single day’s 
supply.” * * Un brief, all the 
larger consumers united do not consume 
four per cent of the total supply, and the 
water waste is chiefly among householders,” 

If it is worth anvthing to a great city to 
have an adequate water supply. our Board 
of Public Improvements should receive froin 
all good citizens cordial support in their en- 
deavor to check the waste of water. Thus 
far those who have opposed the pas- 
sage of House bill No. 491 have not 
offered a reason for their opposition to it 
that is worthy of a moment’s consideration. 
The necessity for its passage was so apparent 
and so urgent, and its provisions so fair. 
that it was generally expected that it would 
be passed and becomea law without delay. 
Those who defeated the bill should get fuil 
credit for it.

JEFFERSON CITY. 


The Legislators Getting Tired — Bill 
Hyde Lobbying for the Longan Bill. 
From our Special Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON Crrr. March 27.—The Seuate 
to-night hurried through consideration of 
the appropriation bill, and passed a resolu- 
tion declaring declaring Friday noon the 
hour of adjournment of the Assembly. It 
was discovered after adjournment that the 
staff of enrolling elerks of House would be 
actually unable tocomplete the work al- 
ready assigned the m, anda score of bills 
which have passed both Houses would 
perish on the threshold of existeyce. 
It will be dangerous to trust 
the resolution to the restless, 
tired, disgusted-at-the-dollar-a-day House, 
for, regardlexs-of the claims of their constit- 
uents and of duty, they are more than liable 
to passit. Avery strong effort is conse- 
quently being made to-night to induce the 


Senate to reconsider the resolution in the 
morning. and lay it over atleast until such 
time as the attitude of the House towards 
the Senate amendments and the appropria- 
tion bill is ascertained. The amendments 
of the Senate are material, 
the main one being that introduced 
bv the Lieutenant-Governor to-night which 
appropriates $200,000 to the school fund out 
of the fund paid into-the State Treasury in 
settlement of military claims of this State 
against the United States. This fund shall 
be paid into the permanent school fund in 
the sbape of a certificate of indebtedness, 
and the interest on the same, $12,000 per an- 
num, shall be transferred to the current 
school fund. The House by its act in in- 
creasing the school revenue to one-third of 
the entire revenue, propo-es to pay directly 
into the current fund the sum of 
$163,000. This proposition will be bitterly 
fought in the House, it is thougkt, but there 
is no telling, for that body may stampede 
at any moment, concurin the amendments, 
and fiy for their homes. The liability of ad- 
journment struck the lobbyists allin a heap 
to-night. The gas inspection people who 
have secured votes enough to pass the bill 
despite the water gas army, which was again 
recruited to-day by John Harrison, feel par- 
ticularly despondent, as admitting that if they 
pass it through the House to-morrow morpin 
there will not be time enough to pass i 
through the Senate. This is also true of the 
House bill creating an inebriate asylum in 
Clay county, to be maintained by an annual 
tax on the saloonsof the State of $10, which 
S. Ed. Jones, on a motion to reconsider, gal- 
lantly pulled through. The bill, giving the 
St. Louis Justices of the Peace jurisdiction 
throughout the city, was reconsidered and 
assed this afternoon, and Senator O’Brien 
s prepared to give it a warm re- 
ception when it gets over on his side 
of the building. and will attempt to throttle 
it should the 3 be extended until 
Monday. Mr. Hyde came up here to-day to 
push bis advertising steal through the 
Senate. The bill was referred to the Com- 
mittee on cage ee which, after consider- 
it fora while, declined to be responsible for 
it. and to-night recommended that it be sent 
to the Conimittee on Printing. This body 
held a meeting when the Senate adjourned, 
but gladly postponed consideration of the 
matter until to-morrow. Mr. Hyde has 
the assistance of a _ well-trained and 
experienced band of lobbyists. The bill 
has small hopes of passing the Senate. 
Should it, however, be Wwhipped through on 
the plea of party necessity, the Governor 
will sign it promptly, as he seems to have 
taken quite an interest in its fate. The 
House beat the Senate bill on militia to-day, 
it receiving but sixty votes. Breck — bs 
at work trying to get eleven more voters for 
the measure and had su to-nignt 
in securing nine pledges to change. An ef- 
fort to reconsider wil be made to-morrow 
morning. They have beat the railroad bill 
reported by the Committee on Internal Im- 
provements, this afternoon, after giving the 
Grangers an opportunity to how! theniselves 
hoarse. It was a prejudiced, harassing bil! 
and met a deserved iate, The bill to tax the 
gross earnings of express companies two per 
cent failed in passage. Matt Ryan, of St. 
Louis, distinguished himseif in opposing 
tuis mischievous measure. Curtiss, of 
St. Louis, was fortunate in passing a bill 
authorizing railroad companies to sell per- 
ishable freight five days after receipt. ne 
law stands now that all freight, without dis- 
crimination, must be held thirty days. The 
Senate amendments to tue State Board of 
Health bill were 8 by the House, and 
the biil will be a law if the House does not 
get crazy and adjourn before it can be en- 
roiled. Dr. Conery, who has been here 
watching the progress of the bill, will make 
an etiort to force consideration 
of the bill to-morrow to reg 
ulate the practice of medicine aud sur- 
gery in the State. Governor Crittenden re- 
turned to the capital to-day ana will to-mor- 
row resume the functions of his office, Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Campbell signed a number 
of biils to-day, and the question was raised 
in the House this afternoon as to the legality 
of the bills, in view of the fact that the Gov- 
ernor was in State. Parker discovered 
the mare’s egg, and it took McGinnies to sit 
upon him.
